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Increased Enrollment At Laurentian 
- The More The Merrier

According to enrollment sta- 
tistics for the academic year 1999- 
2000, Laurentian has experienced a 
sizeable increase in the number of 
first- year students attending the uni- 
versity. In fact, Laurentian can boast 
an increase of 18% in its number of 
first-year students. 

Laurentian js the only post- 
secondary institution in Northern 
Ontario to experience a significant 
increase in its first-year enrollment. 
Nipising University in North Bay is 
the only other institution to notice- 
ably increase its first-year enrollment, 
at a rate of only 2%, Last year's 
enrollment at Laurentian lulled at 
L082 and this year it is 1,280. 

University President, Dr. Jean 
Watters, celebrated the occurrence. 
He explained, "Due to steady decline 
of the number of youth in Northern 
Ontario, I am pleased that Lauren- 
tian was able to attract so many new 
students. Without a doubt, credit must 
go to our professors and staff who 
participated enthusiastically to our 
recruitment campaigns." 

Laurentian' s success is attrib- 
uted to its recruitment programs. In 
particular, the Student Helping, Ori- 
enting, and Welcoming (SHOW) 
Program. It entices Laurentian stu- 
dents to recruit, welcome, and orien- 
tate incoming students by offering a 
1 0% deduction on their tuitions. The 
program aims to increase enrollment, 
while decreasing the stresses associ- 
ated with new students entering the

university setting. 

Dr. Watters praised die inno- 
vative program, claiming, "The 
SHOW program has proven very suc- 
cessful due to its mentorship compo- 
nent. With its personalized approach, 
it facilitates the integration of new 
students at the University, and offers 
first-year students a positive experi- 
ence from the moment they arrive on 
the Laurentian campus.'* 

But, while Laurentian cel- 



ebrates the increased enrollment on 
its campus, larger universities, in the 
south, are experiencing a crisis. Presi- 
dents of the Council of Ontario Uni- 
versities gathered in Queen's Park 
last week to call for financial com- 
mitments to the government. This 
year, Ontario universities have expe- 
rienced an enrollment increase of 
6.6%, the highest year increase in a 
decade. This increase has led to pres- 
sures on larger universities to accom- 



modate more students. 

At the conference. Professor 
Robert Prichard, Past Chair of the 
Council, pleaded, "Despite all of this 
tremendous effort on the part of On- 
tario universities, it is not enough to 
cope with the overwhelming chal- 
lenges of the next decade including 
increased demand, aging infrastruc- 
ture, and internationally competitive 
market for faculty." 
Dr. Paul Davenport, current Chair of 



the Council, stated, "It is abundantly 
clear that all Ontario universities are 
committed to accommodating every 
qualified and motivated student who 
wishes to attend university. It is, how- 
ever, equally clear that many of our 
universities will not be in a position 
tb expand enrollment significantly 
without additional public invest- 
ment." Dr. Davenport also added, 
"We cannot betray our current stu- 
dents by admitting more students than 
our resources can accommodate. We 
must not sacrifice academic quality." 

Fortunately, Laurentian is not 
experiencing the same strains as other 
universities. In fact, Laurentian is in 
need of more students. Jacqueline 
Gauthier, Director of Public Affairs 
at Laurentian notes that Laurentian 
can easily accommodate the new stu- 
dents, after years of low enrollment. 
She explained that these years of low 
enrollment have accumulated a defi- 
cit of students at Laurentian. The 
university could increase its 
enrollment even more and still meet 
the needs of its students. 

But the increased enrollment 
is not exactly "merry". It is important 
to note that the increase of 18% in 
enrollment comes at a time when 
university tuition has also increased, 
8% last year. Clearly, tuition costs do 
not deter enrollment. With more stu- 
dents willing to pay more for their 
education, it is more difficult to fight 
rising tuition.

Exposing Environmental Evils 
Causing Breast Cancer

October is National Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month. Lauren- 
tian University marked the occasion 
with the viewing of a video entitled 
Exposure: Environmental Links to 
Breast Cancer. The video was intro- 
duced by guest speaker Dorothy 
Golden-Rosenburg, Environmental 
Activist. She was involved in the 
three years of fundraising that con- 
tributed to the production of the video. 

The video began with two star- 
tling statistics: one in eight women 
will be diagnosed with breast cancer 
and only one in ten will be bom with 
a genetic disposition to the disease. 
These sUidies suggest that the most 
common "carcinogens" (causes of 
cancer) are toxic chemicals released 
into the environment. 

A surgeon in the film claimed 
that genes themselves do not spread 
cancer, but make people more sus- 
ceptible to the carcinogens in the 
environment. Several scientists in the 
film confirmed that all chemicals 
cause some cellular damage. Al- 
though some serve to reduce cancer, 
others excel abhorrent cell growth. 
Among these hazardous chemicals 
are those used in pesticides and in- 
secticides, which often derive from 
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militaries before they are watered 
down. 

Two common carcinogens 
released into the environment are 
defined as **organochlorines" and 
**zionestrogens". The first is consid- 
ered toxic waste, which spills into the 
environment causing irregularities in 
wildlife. The latter is contained in 
many plastics. In one study, cells 
were placed in plastic testtubes and 
the plastic itself caused cancer growth. 

The difficulty associated with 
confronting the environmental haz- 
ards is the fact that governments place 
the ^'burden of proof on victims: 
toxins are released until there is con- 
clusive evidence that they are haz- 
ardous. Corporate influence over 



policies further hinder activism. As 
well, there is often more money and 
attention directed at a cure for cancer, 
over preventative measurers. 

After the video^s conclusion, 
Golden-Rosenburg took the time to 
answer questions raised by the film. 
In the course of the discussion, she 
discussed the similarities between 
chlorine and fluoride; fluoride is 
added to Sudbury drinking water. As 
well, Golden-Rosenburg discussed 
the nuclear disaster that occurred on 
Three Mile Island in 1979. She 
claimed that after that fiasco, corpo- 
rations taught their public relations 
officials strategies to minimize pub- 
lic scrutiny after chemical spills. This 
policy leads to public deception. 

The strength of the presenta- 
tion was its ability to expand beyond 
a "woman *s issue" into the context of 
corporate crime and social justice. 
Like many illnesses, breast cancer is 
attributed to hazardous chemicals 
released by careless factories and 
manufacturers. Instead of accepting 
responsibility for the substantial con- 
tribution corporations make to the 
development of disease, they suggest 
that the public should take precau- 
tions to prevent illness by watching 
what they eat. But it is more impor- 
tant to evaluate what they consume.

The Ontario Ministry of Energy, Science and Technology, Lau- 
rentian University, the Nortbem Ontario Regional CancerCentre, and the 
H(pital R3/4gionaJ de Sudbury Regional Hospital held a news conference 
on Thursday^ October 14, in the Northeastern Ontario Regional Cancer 
Centre's foyer. 

Energy, Science and Technology Minister Jim Wilson signed a 
ccmn-act to establish a Chair in Cancer Research. By establishing this 
Chair, a cross-appointment between the Northeastern Ontario Regional 
Cancer Centre, the Sudbury Regional Hospital, and Laurentian Univer- 
sity, the partners seek to ctevelop an advanced research program in tumor 
biology drawing on the strength of the three institutions. 

Immediately following the news conference. Minister Jim Wilson 
visited the Northeastern Ontario Regional Cancer Centre*s Tumor Biol- 
ogy Research Group Laboratory, which will benefit form this funding. 
This laboratory is currently working on breast cancer nesearch. October 
is breast cancer awareness month.

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EVEN MORE SPACE FOR RANT. . . More Letters To Lambda 



Dear Lambda, 

I don*t usually get into a battle of words (in print) over University matters appearing in our student 
newspapers. I am compelled, however, to respond to Paul Blais* opinion in the October 7th issue of Lambda 
concerning a recent LS AT test held at Laurentian University. Your readers might conclude, upon reading this article, 
that our student service departments don't quite deliver the high level of service one would expect from them. I have 
witnessed just the opposite during my term at Laurentian, and if you will allow me to come to their defense for a 
moment, Td like to clarify the circumstances surrounding this incident. 

Upon further investigation, I discovered that, yes indeed, there had been human error and insufficient 
preparation time for the Laurentian students hired to invigilate this test. If I might apologize on behalf of the test 
administrators, it was certainly not our intention to inconvenience our valued students. I have also since been assured 
that all reasonable measures have been taken to avoid any recurrence of these incidents in the future testing situations. 
For example, on Tuesday October 12th, the staff in the Student Life Office held its first of three separate training 
sessions for its new student invigilators. Emphasis in these training sessions is on punctuality, adequate and timely 
displays of posters announcing test locations, appropriate preparation for major tests such as LS AT or MC AT which 
includes advance reading of the specific instructions, as an example. Furthermore, the staff has since purchased 
digital clocks to ensure accurate time keeping of all tests having time restrictions such as LS AT. 

When I inquired about the room changes, I was offered the following explanations: the Student Life Office 
always identifies the R.D. Parker building as the initial meeting place for such exams and tests. It's central location 
on campus can be easily identified by out-of-town LSAT students. Exam rooms are usually reserved in the R.D. 
Parker building so that students who have chosen to park near the building will not be inconvenienced with room 
relocations. Since we are instructed not to disclose (in advance) the exact room location of LSAT tests for 
precautionary reasons, our staff can not post the test location until about 45 minutes prior to its commencement. 
Hence, the reason for initially asking students to make their way to the Parker building before re-directing to the exact 
test location. Incidentally, there was a major conference on campus on Saturday, October 2nd, the day of the LSAT 
test, and the only room reservations our staff could obtain were in the Alphonse Raymond building. Once settled 
in the Amphitheatre of th Alphonse Raymond building, the invigilators told us that it was the students themselves 
who wanted a relocation, citing the small writing space as their major concern, and the group finally settled in room 
204. The relocations obviously created delays in the start of the test, but Fm not completely convinced that all of 
the blame could be placed on the invigilators who were attempting to appease a crowd of anxious students. 

I also learned that there were three student complainants and that each one of them have been interviewed 
by the staff of the Student Life Office in order to resolve their grievances. In two cases, a statement signed by the 
staff of the Student Life Office and the student complainants has been sent to LSAT authorities recognizing the 
human errors and requesting re-writes at no cost to the students. It is my understanding that LSAT will occasionally 
approve such requests and I am hopeful the authorities will concur with us in this matter. 

Once again, to the LSAT students writing the test at the Laurentian site on October 2nd, we offer on behalf 
of the Student Life Office and Laurentian University, our apologies for any inconvenience in this matter. We, at 
Laurentian, attach a great deal of importance to our students and to the delivery of professional quality services. To 
emphasize our commitment in this area, one of the students who launched an appeal with Student Life over the same 
issue, was so pleased with the outcome of his meeting with the staff that, upon his departure, he complimented them 
on their compassion for students. This is the sort of stuff I want to keep hearing and it is also what the student services 
departments here at Laurentian are all about. In the meantime, we'll monitor the case of the three complainants to 
ensure that their ^'Laurentian Experience" becomes a truly enriching one.

Dear Editor, 

I'm going to start off this letter by saying that all Fm going to talk 
about is alcohol . This subject will most likely attract and maintain the interest 
of readers and hopefully my views on issues surrounding it will provoke 
discussion, debate, and if Tm lucky, positive, progressive change. 

I have believed for a long time that there is far too much promotion, 
consumption and emphasis of alcohol on this campus. I also think that our 
residences are unfortunately better known at times for it as well. There are 
many students who live in residence that do not drink or only drink lightly 
who are most likely not pleased with the alcohol-induced actions that their 
neighbours often display. These non or light drinkers usually get stuck with 
cleaning up their puke or administering medicine to them to calm the effects. 
No one should be responsible for someone in that respect. If a person wants 
to drink to near oblivion, it is their responsibility to themselves and other 
students to see that they do it in a mature, responsible manner. Unfortunately 
it seems that far too many students are not doing this and they're ruining it 
for those who are actually here to get an education. Many of these 
responsible students unfortunately leave residence (like myself, one year 
ago) or they become disgusted with university and transfer to somewhere 
else or return to their hometown and get a crummy McJob.

room at St. Joseph's Hospital sees over the course of an academic year.

I encourage any 
student, staff, or faculty member who is in agreement or disagreement with 
the idea of dry residences at Laurentian to send in their editorials, discuss it 
with other students and colleagues, and write editorials to our student 
newspaper just as I am doing.

As October continues, many of you are probably realizing how 
OSAP (or summer savings) does not go as far as you had hoped. OS AP 
and other student loan programs have stayed the same for many years 
now, while tuition has gone up each and every year. Imagine what it 
would be like if you were making what you did this summer, but you had 
to pay tuition that was one hundred and fifty percent. 

It is the position of the SGA, that we as students have been 
bearing the brunt of funding cuts for too long. You may remember last 
year's strike where students took a stand regarding this issue. While last 
year's strike was great, things need to be done to build on that success. 
First, we need to spread that blame a little further than the board of 
governors. Both the Provincial and Federal governments have a large 
amount of blame to assume here. Tuition went up here to a large degree 
because of the funding cuts by both government levels. Secondly, we 
need to acknowledge that if we are to get anywhere at all, we need to act 
in co-ordination with students from across the country. 

It is with the above things in mind that leads me to begin to talk 
about ACCESS 2000. ACCESS 2000 is the campaign by the Canadian 
Federation of Students that seeks to win back proper funding to Post 
Secondary education in Canada. The campaign will attempt to raise 
public awareness about exactly how bad it is to be a student right now. 
As well, it will culminate in a national day of protest to be held on 
February 2, 2000.

2, come by the SGA office and tell us. It is important that we all get 
involved on February 2, to show government and local administration 
that we are not about to stand for high tuition for very much longer.

The Alchemist

When I told friends and fam- 
ily members that I was going to see a 
play by Ben Jonson in Stratford, al- 
most each person responded the same 
way: a lengthy pause accompanied 
by a slight squint of die eyes and a 
nod of the head. When they finally 
spoke, they asked, "you mean the 
runner?" Suffice it to say that most of 
the people I told were not exactly 
English majors. The trudi is, there is 
another Ben Jonson (the sprinter 
spells his last name * Johnson*, but it 
sounds the same way) and his legacy 
is much more fruitful than that of the 
disgraced runner. But, very few peo- 
ple seem to know about him. 

In a nutshell, Ben Jonson was 
a contemporary of Shakespeare. He 
was a playwright whose plays, in the 
opinion of several scholars, were 
probably more popular and commer- 
cially successful than Shakespeare's 
in their time. Johnson wrote many 
plays, but is best known for his great 
comedies, "Volpone," "Epicoene," 
"The Alchemist," and "Bartholomew 
Fair." In addition, Jonson is regarded 
as one of the greatest English lyric 
poets. He is also known for his criti- 
cism. According to Russell A. Eraser, 
"the history of English criticism may 
be said to begin with him." 

iThis year, those people who 



went to Stratford were treated to a 
performance of one of his comedies, 
"The Alchemist." I studied this play 
last year and was excited to see it 
performed. Unlike Shakespeare's 
plays, Jonson 's are not as easy to 
read. Whereas Shakespeare wrote 
the timeless romantic comedies, 
Jonson concentrated his efforts on 
satire. His plays were written to be 
performed and a great deal of what 
was intended is lost by not having it 
performed. When Professor Parker 
lectured on Ben Jonson last year, he 
kept repeating, "you have to see his 
plays performed; you have to see 
them on stage in order to fully appre- 
ciate them." He was right. 

The story is summarized in 
the play program as follows: Taking 
advantage of his master's temporary 
absence, Lovewit's housekeeper, 
Jeremy, enters into a profitable but 
volatile partnership with a profes- 
sional con-man, Subtle, and a whore, 
Dol Common, Together they set up 
shop in Lovewit's house. Subtle pos- 
ing as a doctor learned in alchemy 
and the other ancient arts and Jeremy 
adopting the aliases of "Face," a bo- 
gus army captain, and "Lungs," the 
alchemist's assistant. In their vari- 
ous guises, they play on the greeds, 
vanities, and lusts of a steady stream 
of victims, including Dapper, a law- 
yer's clerk; Abel Drugger, a tobacco-

nist; and Sir Epicure Mammon, a 
voluptuary that dreams of possess- 
ing the "Philosopher's Stone" that 
will turn ordinary metals into gold - 
and pays handsomely to fund the 
elaborate alchemical experiments 
that Subtle is supposedly carrying 
out in his lab. They also dupe two 
Puritan zealots, Tribulatioii and 
Ananias, and a country bumpkin 
named Kastril whose beautiful wid- 
owed sister , Dame Pliant catches 
the fancy of both Face and Subtle. 
Through a combination of quick 
changes and even quicker wits, the 
three tricksters manage to keep all 
their schemes on the boil - until 
everything is turned on its head by 
Lovewit's unexpected return. 

The performance of "The Al- 
chemist" at Stratford was amazing, 
I thought I had a pretty good appre- 
ciation of this play and Ben Jonson 
before seeing this play, but I didn't. 
Seeing it on stage brought the pages 
and words of the play to life. The 
performances put in by Benedict 
Campbell, who played Face, and 
Bradford Farwell, who played Surly, 
gave me a totally new outlook on the 
play. I used to think diat acting 
wasn'tthatdifficult. Thatbeliefhas 
totally changed. "The Alchemist" 
is a sophisticated play and it re- 
quires highly skilled actors to do 
justice to the play. The cast of this 
performance did a spectacular job 
and gave me a renewed faidi in the 
quality of Ben Jonson's plays.

Titania, the king and queen of the 
fairies, are in the midst of a quarrel. 
Demetrius follows them, pursued by 
Helena, whose love he spurns. 
Oberon instructs his servant. Puck, to 
help Helena by anointing the sleep- 
ing Demetrius' eyes with a magic 
juice that will make him fall in love 
with the first person he sees - and, as 
a joke, to do the same to Titania. 
Puck succeeds in making Titania fall 
in love wiUi Bottom, an aspiring ac- 
tor on whom Puck has magically 
placed an ass's head, but blunders in 
the second part of his commission, 
applying juice to Lysander instead of

Demetrius. Puck's attempt to correct 
his mistake only compounds the lov- 
ers' distress, as both men, under the 
influence of the magic, reject Hermia 
and fight over Helena. After much 
confusion, the mistakes are set right, 
Titania is released from her spell, and 
all ends in an evening of celebration 
distinguished by a hilariously inept 
performance by Bottom and his fel- 
low actors. 



After seeing this play, my fa- 
tigue had dissipated and my jaw was 
actually kind of sore from laughing. 
The last couple of acts of the play had 
the audience in an absolute frenzy 
with laughter. Nothing short of the 
standing ovation given at the end of 
the play would have been adequate 
appreciation for the cast's remark- 
able job. 



Shakespearean Sonnets

When people think of Shakespeare, typically their thoughts are automatically directed to the names of his 
most common tragedies; Romeo and Juliet, Macbeth, Hamlet ... essentially all those plays they made you read in 
high school English class that you struggled to comprehend. Perhaps even a few of his comedies may come to mind, 
then again I truly never found his comedies actually humorous. That could just be because I usually was too busy 
trying to figure out what the characters were saying, or trying to say whatever the case may be. For me however I 
found myself the most often enthralled in his sonnets, something that we never really covered throughout my 
English courses, and I still can't figure out why. 

As there is variety to his plays, there is also variety to his poetry. I still encounter people who don't know 
that Shakespeare wrote poetry when I comment upon it, and it usually leaves me torn between the reactions of 
gasping in shock or smacking them to assist in the giving of a reality check. His best means of expression are found 
in his sonnets, not to mention if you ever want to really understand the man himself, like how he felt, thought, what 
he believed .. then sonnets are your best bet. With the collection he carries (containing roughly 154 sonnets) I'm 
pretty sure anyone can find something to suit their tastes, or that they can in the least relate to in some manner. 

The method to his madness? Shakespeare's poetry tends to be rather short, composed of 1 4 verses each in 
an iambic pentameter format, making them rather easy to read and rather straight to the point. That being, of course, 
if you can dissect your way through the language used, which is what is referred to as 'early modem English'. 
Though I must honestly admit I don't always know what he is saying myself, and I usually have a dictionary close 
at hand when reading his works, I do nonetheless tend to find them worth the time and effort to bother reading. After 
all, in comparison to some of the useless (well okay, perhaps not so useless, yet still ...) material our profs assign 
for us to read, it is nice to find something you can just relax and enjoy without the worry of how it will pop back 
up on your test. 

Below is an excerpt from my favorite sonnet of his that I have read to date: Sonnet XIV: 

But from thine eyes my knowledge I derive, 

And, constant stars, in them I read such art 

As truth and beauty shall together thrive. 

If from thyself to store thou wouldst convert; 

Or else of thee this I prognosticate: 

Thy end is truth's and beauty's doom and date." 



William Shakespeare 



William Shakespeare was bom on April 23, 1 564 in Stratford-on- 
Avon. He was the most documented Elizabethean playright who was 
recognized in his own lifetime. After retiring and making his will out on 
March 25. 1616, Shakespeare died on April 23, 1616. There was nothing 
recorded as the cause of his death. 
Shakespeare's Life 

John Shakespeare, William's father, was a glover and a whittawer. 
He was a highly successful and respected man of high status. His father 
held many public official positions: mayor, town council man, and justice 
of the peace. Shakespeare's father was not able to write. In 1 576, John's 
business went down. He stopped attending meetings and social events, 
Shakespeare was twelve at this point in time. 

Shakespeare's mother was Maiy Arden. She came from a wealthy 
family who paid a handsome dowry to marry her off. While living on 
Henly Street, she bore eight children with the Shakespeare name. 

Shakespeare went to Stratford Grammar School where he studied 
classics written in Greek and Latin. His teachers gave him the incentive 
to read. He was taught by two Oxford graduates, Simon Hunt and Thomas 
Jenkins. Shakespeare had an unusual keen observation of both nature and 
mankind. His education was said to have ended here. 

On November 27, 1582, Shakespeare married Ann Hathaway 
who was twenty-eight years old. On May 26, 1583, Ann bore their first 
daughter, Susanna. In i 585, a set of twins were bom^ Judith and Hamnet. 
Hanmet died at the age of eleven in 1596. No evidence was found of 
Shakespeare between the years of 1585-1592. These years of Shake- 
speare's life were called *The Hidden Years'*. During Shakespeare's 
Hidden Years, many people suspected that he ran away from the law or 
became a butcher's apprentice. Christopher Beston, called **The Chroni- 
cle of the Stage^, was also a prominent theatrical manager. Beston told 
John Aubry, who wrote '^Brief Lies", that Shakespeare was probably a 
school teacher during these years. No evidence was found of Shake- 
speare's where-abouts until 1592 in London. 

In London, Shakespeare established himself as an actor who 
began to write many plays. In 1 593, he found a patron, Henry Wriothsley , 
to sponser him. Ehiring this time, he wrote two long poems. His first long 
poem, "Venus and Adonius*', was written in 1593. In 1 594, he wrote his 
second long poem. Rape of Lucrece", The tJwaters opened back up after 
the plague during this year also. 

Shakespeare wtnked fcwr **Lord Chamberlain's Men" company 
who later became *The King's Men" in 1603 after King James I took 
over. This company became the largest and most famous acting company 
because Shakespeare performed and worked for them. His plays were 
ustially performed by this company. All 154 of his sonnets were pub- 
lished in 1 609» At this time, Richard Burbage was considered the greatest 
actcw. James Burbage, Richard's father, was the first to build a theater in 
Loi^n called '*Tlie Theater" in 1576, In 1599, **The Globe" was built in 
a circular shape. The plays in this theater usually lasted for three days. The 
first day, expenses were paid, the second day, the actors were paid, and 
the third day, the playright was paid. Other theaters to follow were the 
following: **71xe Curtain", "The Rose", "The Swan*", *The Fortune", 
"Hie Red Bull", ami "Tte Hope". 

As an actcw, writer, director, and a stockholder in *The King's 
Men*' company, Shakespeare had multiple sources of income. He was 
becoming a very wealthy man. In 1 597 , Shakespeare benight New Place, 
which was a very large house fcH- his family to live in. 
At the End 

Shakespeare left London in 1 6 1 1 and retired. On March 25, 1 6 1 6. 
Shakespeare made a will. He died April 23, 1616 at the age of fifty-two. 
The cause of his death was unknown. Many people believe that Shake- 
speare knew that he was dying; however, he didn^t want anyone to know 
that he was. At Shakespeare's time, after the graveyard was full, they 
would dig one*s CfMpse up and bum the person's bones in a huge fireplace. 
Some people would strip die corpse after the burial. Shakespeare hated 
this type of treatment after death, so he wn^ his own epitaph: 



"Good Friends, for Jesus' sake forbear, 
To dig the bones enclosed here! 
Blest be the man that spares these stones. 
And curst be he that moves my bones." 



Because the people at this time were superstitious, no one ever 
bothered his corpse. A while ago, a few people wanted to dig him up and 
check his bones to be sure that the person buried there was Shakespeare. 
However, the government would not allow it 

In 1623, Shakespeare's first folio was published. The folio in- 
cluded: 1 54 sonnets, 37 plays, and 2 long poems. His friends compiled all 
of his woric into this folio bef(»^ anyone ccHild reproduce his plays and 
claim diem as their own. Many of his plays are famous and are studied by 
students today.

Words Coined By 
Shakespeare 

Williani Shakespeare*s reputation has never been greater. Al- 
most four centuries after the playwright's deaths his publications are 
thriving^ his stage productions are multiplying, and films based on his 
plays are flourishing. Audiences today may view the stagings of the 
Bard*s works by more than 150 companies and festivals around the 
world, from the summer festival in Stratford to a full-season at the 
recently rebuilt Globe Theatre in London. Beyond Oris planet, Uie moons 
that circle Uranus have been given the names of Shakespeare *s charac- 
ters ranging from Juliet and Ophelia to Oberon and Puck. Underiining 
that universal success, a Newsweek headline at the end of 1996 nomi- 
nated the playwright 'T)ead White Male of the Year/* and the Washing- 
ton Post named him ^'Greatest Genius of the Millennium/' adding a 
rhetorical **Any questions?** 

Scholarship about Shakespeare has similarly soared. A 19B3 
bibliography for Henry V» for instance, listed more than 2000 studies of 
that single play, including works written in Ukrainian and Korean, Last 
year, a CD-ROM released by Cambridge University Press, covering 
Shakespeare scholarship from 1990 to 1993, provided more than 1 2,000 
entries and **$haksper/' an electronic Shakespeare conference now 
boasts more than 1 ,000 members worldwide. And now, studies are even 
being conducted into how many words Shakespeare added to the English 
language. 

How many words has Shakespeare added to English? Guesses 
have ranged from a few hundred terms to more than 1 0,000, with the most 
likely estimate approximately 1 ,500 words. As the scholar Marvin 
Spe vack has commented, "Shakespeare *s was the period of the most 
rapid growth of vocabulary in the recorded history of the language.'* 
Other writers of the English Renaissance also added to the language; Ben 
Jonson, for instance, is credited with such words as ^analytic' and 
^antagonistic' But, it is Shakespeare, employing more than 20,000 
words in his plays and poems, whose inventiveness and creative word- 
play have most widely enriched our daily vocabulary. 

Bardophiles and Bardophobes alike tend to think of Shake- 
speare*s language all too often as unfamiliar hodgepodge, ranging from 
oaths like 'gadzooks' (meaning God*s hooks, and referring to the nails 
used in the Crucifixion) and *zounds* (God*s wounds) to archaisms like 
'bodkin* (a type of dagger) and 'forsooth* (truly). 

The Bard*s creations, however, reach far beyond the odd and the 
obsolete. From 'assassination' to *zany,* these words are encountered 
every day. Cracker Barrel restaurants, for instance, offer ^'TraditionaP 
favorites." Pontiac boasts "We Build ^Excitement'." 

Shakespeare*s words are current in business (^employer,' 'man- 
ager,' 'investment' and ^retirement*), as well as in law {'circumstantiar 
evidence and 'forgone' conclusions) and politics (especially among 
those who ^negotiate' or * petition'). The 'advertising* world looks for 
new 'designs* and 'exposure*. Reporters profess familiarity with the 
word 'reword*, if not m\h 'misquote', and the activists actively use the 
Bard's best in phrases from "civil rights 'protesters' " to "human rights 
'violations*.'* The most romantic embrace such nounsas 'courtship* and 
'embrace* along with 'engagement' and 'never-ending' love, and animal 
lovers love the playwright's language, from * puppy dog' to 'watchdog'/' 
Some of Shakespeare's choice words have remained common- 
place ('skim milk* and 'critic*), while others remain in the dictionary 
though they are rarely used ('consanguineous* and 'kickshaw'). Exam- 
ine enough of the Bard's coinages, however, and certain paUems begin 
to appear. Few words, in fact, emerge from a vacuum (although some 
words, such as 'puke', must remain labeled "origin unknown"); the 
majority develop from a handful of word-making pr^tices. 

First and foremost is functional shifty as Shakespeare changes 
nouns into verbs ('film' and * champion *) or verbs into nmjns(* dawn 'and 
'scuffle!), verbs into adjectives ('hush') or adjectives into nouns ('ac- 
cused'). Another frequent practice is the adding of a prefix or a suffix to 
an existing word, from 'eventful' to 'remorseless'. Sometimes part of a 
word is subtracted by means of a back-formation, leading to 'impede' 
from 'impediment'. 

New meanings are given to old wcM-ds. Old words are also given 
new spellings by Shakespeare. Also frequent is compounding, the 
putting together of existing words, from the nouns ^birthplace' and 
'eyebair and the verb 'undervalue', to the adjectives 'cold-blooded' and 
'softhearted' and the adverb 'downstairs'. 

Since his death in 1 61 6, Shakespeare himself has fallen subject to 
neologizing. In 18%, George Bernard Shaw, introduced 'Shakespeare* 
as a verb meaning "to act in a Shakespeare play." Excessive worship of 
Shakespeare was first dismissed in 1 864 as 'Shakespearolatry ', spawn- 
ing 'Shakespearolaters' eleven years later. In 1903, Shaw coined the 
simpler 'Bardolaters', based on the Middle English 'Bard', "poet," 
which was first popularized as a title for Shakespeare by the 1 8th century 
actor David Garrick. Six years after the introduction of Shaw's wwd, 
Mark Twain attacked the 'Su-atfordolaters', those who believe that 
Shakespeare was indeed the author of the works attributed to him. Such 
supporters have also been dubbed 'Shakespearites' and 'Stratfordians', 
as well as Twain's dubious 'Shakesperoids' for those who consider 
Shakespeare's words sacn^anct. 
I Shakespeare's words, even in 1999, no matter how they may be 

I reshaped, continue to move and inspire people.

Understanding Shakespeare

There actually is little known 
about a great span of Shakespeare's 
life, and even that which is known is 
still a little fuzzy in its details. So 
what exactly can we learn about him 
aside from his prose and poetry? Well, 
here are a few little facts: 

- He was bom and later retired in 
Stratford -on- A von, but most of his 
life was spent in London. 

- He had 7 brothers and sisters, two 
incidentally named Joan, but simply 
because the one died during infancy, 
hence the second one was later given 
that name. 

- His wife, Anne Hathaway, and he 
were married when he was 1 8 years 
old and she was 28. They had 3 
children, Susanna, and Hamnet and 
Judith (twins). Unfortunately, 
Hamnet died at the age of 1 1 . 

- Dying in 1616, his wife and their 
two remaining children all outlived 
him. There are some people who 
believe however that Shakespeare's 
death came earlier than it should have 
due to the death of his son Hamnet, 
which supposedly had a great af- 
fected him. 

When it came to writing his 
prose and poetry, he did an abso- 
lutely fabulous job, even if half the 
time you can't understand what he is 
saying. But perhaps to understand 
exactly what he was trying to say it's 
best to know how he was writing it. 
Shakespeare was well known for us- 
ing, unusual word arrangements. This 
means that he would often take a 



sentence and be able to find several 
different ways of writing the same 
thing and yet making it sound differ- 
ent. He did this for a variety of 
reasons, essentially for dramatic and 
poetic purposes, or at times to keep a 
certain beat in the text. An example 
of this (derived from Robinson's 
Unlocking Shakespeare's Lan- 
guage). 

I ate the sandwich. 
I the sandwich ate. 
Ate the sandwich L 
Ate I the sandwich. 
The sandwich I ate. 
The sandwich ate I. 

Here are 6 different ways of 
describing one specific action, mean- 
ing that it could be used 6 times and 
the audience would probably not pick 
up on it. He would also at times 
simply omit letters from a word so 
that he could maintain a certain beat 



to his work. A few examples being: 
'tis - it is, and e'er - ever. And as well 
as playing with words, Shakespeare 
apparently had the tendency at times 
to actually invent words of his own if 
needed. I heard from a friend that 
apparently the word 'banished' was 
actually created by him for use in 
Romeo and Juliet, though I am un- 
sure if it's true I also wouldn't be 
surprised if this happened to be the 
case. But either way, a useful tool for 
anyone reading a Shakespearean woric 
would have to be a glossary contain- 
ing a list of words he used frequently 
throughout his works. Surprisingly 
there are quite a few readily available 
for people like me who need such 
things, sometimes, I mean we can't 
know everything he's saying all the 
time. Either way, providing that 
you're not web-illiterate, the re- 
sources are very easily right there at 
your finger tips. If not, well, good 
luck.

L As in any performance of the plays, everything you see is a decision 
on the director's part. But this is heightened in a film, due to editing. 
There are fewer incidental mistakes or improvisations present, in that the 
director undoubtedly knows of these when they happen, but she or he can 
choose to edit them out. In a live performance, everyone lives with the 
inevitable mishaps that will occur on-stage. All this means that in a film 
when you notice anything that strikes you or stands out^ you are probably 
noticing it because you are meant to. Keep a list of the things that 
particularly impressed you about the film. Do not overlook tediniques 
unique to film — ^presentation of credits and title, for example, or sus- 
tained musical effects. Why did the director do these things? Are they 
united in some sense, pointing towards a larger effect overall? 

2. Watch how credits are handled. Directors do some marvelous things 
to tell you what they think of a play via their use of credit sequences. For 
example, compare the openings of the Olivier and Brannagh versions of 
Henry V. What isgoingonbehirwl the credits? When do the credits come? 
Does anyone speak before them? Are all the names of the cast given to 
us right away? What is the music like during them? What typescript are 
they in? What is the sustained general effect of the use of the credits? 

3. On a second or third viewing of a film, it is often highly productive to 
keepacheapcopy of the play in your hands and loosely note which scenes 
the director has omitted or re-ordered; Even in a first viewing, you might 
want to have a list of scenes fix>m the textual version of the play and a 
phrase as a title fcwr each to remind you of the sequence of events in the 
text. Why have these scenes been dropped or ne^ordered? What does this 
tell you ^XMit the di ffeter^^s between a fihn and a performance of a play? 

4. What's been cut fi:om the film? How does Che director use the cuts to 
support her or his idea of the major dhemes of this film? What other 
possible themes are omitted cm* occluded by these specific cuts? To really 
see thedifferefKre the director's omissions can make, watch two different 
versions of the same play on film, 

5. Films can achieve many tilings that a performed play cannot: special 
camera angles, special effects, orchestra! experbnentation on a grand 
scale, more sets, realistic settings^ etc. Look fc«^ tl^ striking elements of 
this film that are tinique to a film. What are they? How do they manipulate 
your feelings about ^e production? About individual characters? 

6. Where did the director find her or his cast? Are they popular actors? 
Do they specialize in one form of acting or perfc«inance (i.e* music, as 
opposed to theater) or another? If you know that the guy playing Hamlet 
is a rap musician, for example, bow does this affect the way you see this 
character? Are the majority of cast members known for their theatrical or 
Shakespearean performances? Is the presence of any one actor jarring to 
you as audience in some way? Are these actors well-known? Is the 
director relying on star appeal? Shock appeal? What are the ages of the 
cast? Do they seem appropriate to you? Can you explain any of the 
director's casting decisions? 

7. Where is tl^ film set? In what era? How accurate is the costuming and 
landscaping for that era? How do these decisions on die director's part 
add or detract from your understanding of the play? Do you t^ed a play 
to be set in its historically "accurate** setting — Le, ancient Rome for 
Julms Caesar or Renaissance Italy for The Taming of die Shrew? 

8. How has the costuming been bandied? Is it era specific or does it just 
imply the general feel ing of an era without total accuracy? In other words, 
is it being used to convey a general impression or to set forth a historical 
era or both? 

9. How intelligent does this director take his audience to be? How 
knowledgeable are we expected to be about the original text? How can 
you tell? Have any subplots or characters been dropped for this film? 
Why? 

10. Has the genre of the film been changed? This certainly happens; 
consider the rendition of Hamlet in Disney *s Ihe Lion King or die 
transformation of The Tempest that is Forbidden Planet What is the 
tfitci of this change on your perception of the play? Why might the 
director see the new genre as more appropriate? 

1 1 . How is the music being used in Oils film? Are there specific themes 
for specific characters? How does the score affect your perceptions of the 
dialogue? Is the music overdone or intrusive? 

1 2. What did this film teach you about this play that you had not gotten 
from reading it or seeing it staged? What would you change? 

13. Especially when a new fibn comes out, watch the entertainment 
channels and shows for mterviews with actors, crew, and director. Their 
ideas about what was actually happening in the film can be stanling 
compared to what you may actually have seen. Try to keep track of their 
comments as you watch the film. How accurate do you find their 
observations to be? How successful were they in expressing their ^

Les anglicismes 

Depuis sa creation, Le langagier fait la cueillette des anglicismes 
les plus souvent entendus ou lus a I'Universite Laurentienne. Afm d' aider 
les lecteurs et lectrices a franciser certains usages, Le langagier ouvre une 
nouvelle rubrique qui paraitra periodiquemenl. Four chacun des cas, nous 
donnons d'abord I'anglicisme, ensuite requivalent frangais, suivi d'une 
breve explication. 

Annee academique 

— annee universitaire, scolaire 

Academique, dans sons sens strict, ne s'appliquequ'aux questions 
relatives aux academies. Cependant, c 'est aussi un regionalisme rencontre en 
Belgique, en Suisse et au Canada. Le langagier suggere Temploi du terme 
correct, annee universitaire, tout en notant que annee academique est 
effectivement un regionalisme qu'on peut se permettre en situation non 
surveiliee. 

Appliquer pour un'emploi 

— Faire une demande d'emploi 

— Postuler, soUiciter un emploi 

Appliquer a d'abord un sens concret en fran9ais : appliquer un 
pansement, une couche de peinture, etc. Le terme a aussi plusieurs sens 
figures : appliquer un traitement, une formule, une loi. Mais il n'a jamais le 
sens de demander quelque chose. Selon une meme logique, le terme 
application (pour designer le document servant a faire une demande 
d'emploi) est un anglicisme qu'il faut ecarter. Comme appliquer, le terme 
application a un sens concret (application d'une pommade, de dcntelles, 
etc.), et plusieurs sens figures (application d'une loi, d'un procede, applica- 
tion au travail, etc.), mais le terme ne designe jamais le document servant a 
postuler un emploi. On dira plutot : une demande d 'emploi, un formulaire 
de demande. Souvenez-vous : vous pouvez toujours appliquer un coup de 
poing au visage de celui qui vous refuse un emploi, mais ne songez surtout 
plus a « appliquer pour >^ un emploi a cet endroit! 

Appointement (avoir, faire) 

— Donner, fixer, prendre rendez-vous 

Le terme appointements (plur.) existe bien en frangais modeme, 
mais seulement dans le sens de salaire, retribution. L'anglais appointment 
(vous vous en doutiez) a ete emprunte du fran9ais a 1 'epoque ou appointement 
signifiait « s'accommoder, faire un arrangement ». Comme on le constate 
ici, « faire un arrangement » n'est pas loin du sens anglais modeme : « an 
agreement to meet someone at a specified time ». Mais le vieux terme 
fran9ais appointement a perdu le sens « d' arrangement, de convention entre 
deux parties » (avant 1527), sauf en ce qui conceme un salaire, des gages.

"It's all fun and games until 
somebody loses an eye" is a phrase 
we've all heard from some concerned 
relative at some point in time or an- 
other, invariably somebody old and 
who seemed to want to ruin all our 
good times. David Fincher's (Seven, 
The Game) new viscerally brutal 
masterpiece, Fight Club, revels in the 
exact opposite of this phrase: that 
metaphorically losing an eye is ex- 
actly where all the fun and games 
truly begin. This unrelenting, steam- 
roller- at- the- speed-of -a- freight- train 
of a movie grabs you and forces this 
and countless other ideologies down 
your throat while dazzling you with 
its spectacular visuals and acting. 

The first rule of Fight Club 
is: Do not talk about Fight Club. This 
also goes for the movie, but I'll say 
what I can. FightClub's central char- 
acter, a nameless Narrator (Edward 
Norton), has slowly come to the reali- 
zation that his menial life is empty 
and hollow. Working as a recall 
assessor for a major, unnamed car 
company, Norton finds that the emp- 
tiness of his consumerist, material- 
ism-defined, socially-controlled life- 
style has pushed him to insomnia. In 
an attempt to feel better about him- 
self, he decides to attend a Testicular 
Cancer Survivor support group, where 
he finds himself not only able to cry, 
but now also able to finally sleep. 
Norton then becomes, over the course 
of the next year, a support-group ad- 
dict, attending a different one every 
night of the week. His routine be- 
comes shattered by his encounters 
with two people: a fellow "tourist", a 
slovenly and suicidal Maria (Helena 
Bonham Carter) who seeps into each 
of his groups, and Tyler Durden (Brad 
Pitt), a self-made anarchist and home- 
made soap salesman who Norton en- 
counters on a plane ride. After his 
apartment inexplicably explodes, 
Norton moves in with Durden, whose 
lifestyle includes pissing in people's 
soups in fancy restaurants, and splic- 
ing pom frames into family films in

his job as a projectionist. The two 
start beating each other to a pulp 
outside of a bar every Saturday, for 
the thrill of it, and gradually their 
hobby attracts other like-minded men 
who eventually allow them to form a 
club, naturally called Fight Club. 

The acting is nothing short 
of phenomenal. Edward Norton is 
excellent, as always, as the world- 
weary and brow-beaten Narrator, 
giving the character a certain Every- 
man feel. His frustration shines 
through every moment of the movie, 
but not overpoweringly so. Norton 
plays his character with such excel- 
lence that we see every bit of our- 
selves in his character, sympathiz- 
ing completely with his feelings of 
powerlessness in a generation raised 
by advertiser-controlled television. 
Brad Pitt also does extremely well, 
even outshining Norton, and pulling 
off what I consider to be the finest 
acting he's done in his whole career. 
I loved him as the psycho in Twelve 
Monkeys, and his performance here 
is even better than that. Consider 
him what Jeffrey could 've been had 
he remained sane in Twelve Mon- 
keys. Oh yeah, and let*s not forget 
Meat Loafs unforgettable run as 
Bob, a guy who, because of hormone 
treatment used to deal with his tes- 
ticular cancer, has some of the big- 
gest breasts you've ever seen. 

Special mention also has to 
go out to the mind-blowing cinema- 
tography which adds every bit to the 
film's atmosphere. Whether it's 




showing Norton's apartment filling 
up with IKEA furniture as walks 
around, or taking us on a path through 
his brain, cells, skin, sweat and fi- 
nally down his nose to the barrel of a 
gun held into his mouth, the film 
images are mesmerizing and likely to 
stick in your mind for a long, long 
time. 

Acting and cinematography 
aside, how was Fight Club itself? 
Critics all over the entertainment in- 
dustry have berated it, calling it "an 
endorsement of fascism**, "a glorifi- 
cation of violence" and "ugly and 
pointless". While there's no denying 
that this is an extremely gritty movie, 
a sort of American Trainspotting about 
poweriessness and redemption instead 
of heroin addiction. Fight Club en- 
dorses fascism like Animal Farm en- 
dorsed Bolshevism: not at all. The 
director uses the bare-fisted violence 
in this movie as a metaphor for seiz- 
ing the moment and not being shoved 
into life's spectator seat by the jug- 
gernaut that is modem materialist 
society. Again, the movie does use 
fascism to a point, but only to demon- 
strate the consequences of being over- 
zealous in ignoring life's conse- 
quences. There are way too many 
ideas, concepts and philosophies that 
are brought up in Fight Club for me to 
mention here, but suffice to say that 
this movie could easily work its way 
into Film Studies courses once it hits 
video. 

All in all, Fight Club is a 
powerful, bloody, and mind-blowing 
masterpiece. Between Oscar-calibre 
performances from its stars and a 
visual feel that you won't soon forget, 
it'sarollercoasterof aride. Slip and 
fall at any point, and you're going to 
be left behind, as the movie does not 
wait for its viewers. "Seize the mo- 
ment, don 't let things define who you 
are, don't blandly accept what con- 
sumer-driven society feeds you", the 
film screams at you, while grabbing 
you by the throat, throwing you into 
the ropes, and clotheslining you every 
time you think you've got a handle on 
the movie. More haunting than Seven 
and grittier to boot. Fight Club isn't 
for everybody, but those who can 
handle its shocking violence and gore 
while seeing the movie's true mes- 
sages for what they really are will 
find themselves rewarded with the 
best movie experience of the year.

Hollywood, over the years, 
has made tons of movies in which the 
main character, after falling madly in 
love with a woman, dies and subse- 
quently comes back from the dead to 
set things right with his woman. It 
happened in Ghost, it happened in 
My Boyfriend* s Back and it hap- 
pened in Always. It is not a new idea, 
and quite frankly has been beaten to 
death in theatres. The bland same- 
ness of each movie, the way each 
blends into one another renders the 
whole potentially interesting idea into 
a boring one. Then, in 1997, along 
came Spawn and turned the whole 
genre on its ear. 

While the story and character 
development is half the fun of the 
Spawn movies, a basic knowledge of 
the premise is allowable: Al 
Simmons, a soldier trained by the 
U.S. government specifically fordan- 
gerous assassination missions, dies 
under questionable circumstances, 
without the opportunity to say good- 
bye to his wife, Wanda. Having been 
a cold-blooded killer his entire life, 
Al is understandably sent to Hell. He 
then makes a deal with the devil, 
whose name apparently is not Luci- 
fer but rather Mal-Bolgiar, to go back 
to Earth to see his wife in exchange 
for his enlistment as a soldier in His 
Anny. Apparently going to Hell and 
back does nothing for one*s com- 
plexion, as Al finds himself on Earth 
five years after his death, completely 
burnt from head to toe. He remem- 
bers absolutely nothing about his ex- 
perience in Hell, nor anything about 
his life previous to his arrival in Hell, 
His mind is completely blank with 
the exception of one intense, over- 
powering, burning thought: Wanda. 
Despite being completely burnt, Al is 
not defenseless. He is covered in a 
costume of sorts, with a black and red 
cowl and a billowing cape which 
hides and surrounds him, clawing 
and crawling with practically a mind 
of its own. Chainshang unseen some- 
where underneath. His suit is his 
weapon, and Al strives to discover 
not only how to use it, but also about 
his past, and more importantly, where 
he can find his wife, the woman he 
came back for. Unfortunately for Al, 
he is no longer a man, but a hell- 
spawn, a soldier of the devil. He is 
supposed to be stirring things up and 
killing people, not looking for a wife 
who has since moved on, married and 
borne a child. He is hideous, burnt, a 



monster bom of Hell, a once-human 
killing machine, despite what he might 
want for himself. Thus begins the 
eternal torture that is a hell-spawn's 
existance, and thus begins Al / 
Spawn's quest for identity. 

Yes, I can hear most of you 
hollering about how you*ve seen the 
live-action Spawn movie already, and 
how my description is an over-exag- 
geration of what was simply an ex- 
cuse to show off fancy-ass computer 
graphics and John Leguizamo in a 
midget clown suit. Essentially, that's 
all that movie was. The animated 
version, however, is a completely dif- 
ferent story. That's right, in 1997, 
HBO sponsored Todd McFarlane's 
production of an animated version of 
the Spawn saga. Considering that 
McFarlane created, wrote and drew 
the Spawn comic book series for sev- 
eral years previous, this made perfect 
sense. The animated version did so 
amazingly well that HBO then signed 
him on for a seasonal contract, where 
a full-length animated Spawn would 
come out every year. 

If this was a strictly "cartoon*' 
affair, it would suck. The animated 
Spawn is, however, no regular car- 
toon and is definitely not for kids. It 
deals with complex character devel- 
opment, theological issues, human 
stories, themes of intense love and 
hatred, moralistic issues of the grey 
area between right and wrong, and 
countless other concepts which chil- 
dren could most definitely not grasp. 
Considering the atmosphere of in- 
tense gore, violence and occasional 
nudity that the Spawn series takes 
place in, it is also most definitely not 
for the conservative person. 

The first Spawn movie is fan- 
tastic, exhilarating, and a wonder to 
behold. It sets up the premise of what 
I described, introducing Spawn and 
the worid in which he exists. He's 
grudgingly accompanied by an irri- 
tating, foul-mouthed, perverted 
midget clown, an assistant of Mal- 
Bolgiar, sent to watch over Spawn 
and make sure that he fully realizes 
how torturous his existance has really 
become. Spawn struggles to react 
with the horror and evil that is himself 
and his new environment, which is 
essentially the basis of this particular 
movie. With cyborgs and psychotic 
clowns, it is by far the most "comic- 
book"-ish of the series thus far... which 
isn't a bad thing. Watch and let your 
preconceptions of the "animated 
movie" get blown into little, bitty 



pieces. 

The second Spawn movie is 
fairly good, if not somewhat more 
directionless than its predecessor. It 
deals primarily with Spawn's inabil- 
ity to deal wi^ what he has become, 
and with his reactions to every new 
intrusion intohis life. It is very much 
a character-development movie, 
dealing with theological and moral 
issues in a more hazy way, but still 
excellently nonetheless. As 
McFarlane himself points out, it is 
the bridge between the comic-book 
preconception of animation and a 
plane in which he can proceed to tell 
human stories. 

The third Spawn movie is 
thrilling, and just as good if not bet- 
ter than the first one. By this point, 
you are completely drawn into 
Spawn's world, caring for the char- 
acters and the horrible, apocalyptic 
situations that they're setting up for 
themselves. This movie takes the 
best elements from the first two and 
blends them together with theologi- 
cal legend to great effect. In this 
movie. Spawn takes definite steps to 
setting the stage for the Final Battle 
between Good and Evil, while learn- 
ing more about exactly what he is 
capable of. Kick-ass animation, top- 
notch violence, nail-biting suspense 
and quality character development 
ring all throughout this movie. If 
only Hollywood could make stories 
this good, 

I guess what I'm trying to say 
is really very simple: Go See the 
Animated Version of Spawn. The 
three movies produced so far are by 
far and large some of the best movies 
I've ever seen, and to me ranks as 
one of the greatest stories ever told. 
Because it's not restricted to a set 
two hours like a regular movie, but 
rather can stretch across three or four 
movies to tell its tale, Todd 
McFarlane's Spawn is not just a 
movie... it *s an epic. It can afford to 
slowly reveal to us what a regular 
movie is forced to rush, and the ex- 
perience is that much richer for it. 
As I've pointed out, there are three 
Spawn animated movies out thus 
far.. .and there will more, and I'm 
guessing at least two. I'm on pins 
and needles waiting for them, and so 
will you, if you get hooked. If you 
see no other movie in the next six 
months, take a chance on an ani- 
mated movie and pick up a copy of 
Spawn. I promise you that you will 
not be disappointed.

Plan, the cheques will be available 40 days from September 30, 1999. 

When picking up your cheque please bring your Student ID card with

To all SGA members who will be using the Drug Plan PLEASE 
NOTE THAT for the first two months of the academic year (Sept, - 
Oct.) the plan will not be activated as the insurance company will not 
have the information downloaded from the Registrar's office until 
mid to end of October. Therefore, if you need to purchase prescrip- 
tions during this time, you will need to pay the total cost and remit 
your receipt along with a claim form to the insurance company who 
will then send you a cheque for the 80% of die total cost of the 
prescription. You can do this at the SGA office in the Student 
Centre, room SCE212. Once the pla*" is reactivated, students will 
simply use their student cards to access the plan. There might be 
some problems with this process as the student numbers have been 
changed as of this year. If the process is complicated by this, the 
insurance company will simply produce drug cards which students 
will use to access the plan.

On Friday October 15th, the 
Alumni and Development office and 
the Department of Inter university 
inducted two athletes, a builder and a 
team in the Laurentian Voyageur Hall 
of Fame. The inductees where Sandy 
Falco, Denis Castonguay, builder 
Greg Zorbas and the 1978-79 Lady 
Vees basketball team. 

Sandy Falco-Stevenson had 
an active basketball career at Lauren- 
tian. She was a point guard for five 
years with the Lady Vees basketball 
team (1983-88). She earned Ontario 
all -star honours each year she played, 
a truly amazing feat. She was also 
named athlete of the year in 1 987 and 
1 988 , as well as earning the Voyageur 
award in 1988. She is currently a 
teacher with the Waterioo District 
School Board. 

Denis Castonguay was a mem- 
ber of the Voyageurs hockey team. 
Castonguay still holds the OUA ca- 
reer points record with 265. He also 



holds the career goal scoring record 
with 124 and is third in assists with 
141. Castonguay also holds the OUA 
record for most goals and points in a 
season with 35 and 72 respectively. 
He accomplished that feat in the 1 987- 
88 season. Castonguay was an 
OUAA West Division all-star in 
1 987, Laurentian Athlete of the Year 
in 1988, and Voyageur Award win- 
ner in 1987. 

Greg Zorbas is a familiar 
name around campus, especially if 
you're around the soccer field. Dur- 
ing his remarkable 28 years as head 
coach of the men's soccer team he 
led them to 250 wins 60 losses and 70 
ties. His team qualified for the 
playoffs through 1977 to 1998. In 
that span his teams earned 1 OUAA 
titles, 2 OIAA titles, and one CIAU 
championship in 1983. Zorbas was 
named OUAA Coach of the Year in 
1981,84,89 and named CIAU coach 
of the year in 1981. 

When the 1978-79 Lady Vees 
basketball team took to the court in 



1 978 they were not expected to per- 
form to the level of their predeces- 
sors. In the four years prior to 1 978 
the Lady Vees had won OUA and 
CIAU championships. Inexperience 
was supposed to play a factor in their 
season. The key word in that sen- 
tence was ^'supposed". Under head 
coach Norm Vickery, the team won 
28 games while only losing twice. 
They claimed the OUA title by slaugh- 
tering Guelph 63-40. After cruising 
to the CIAU championship game the 
Lady Vees went to double overtime 
to defeat Victoria 61-53. The mem- 
bers of that memorable team include:
